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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative and the examiner discussed the 
proposed amendments and it was agreed that the prior antecedent basis issues with Claims 9 & 19 would be resolved, 
the 35 U.S.C. 101 issues with Claim 20 would be addressed, and the proposed amendments if filed as discussed 
during the telephonic interview would overcome the current rejection made with the prior art of record. In particular, 
suggestion was made to correct the usage of the term "for" in independent Claims 1 & 20.
